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GENERAL OUTLOOK FOR THE FORECAST PERIOD 


e This tropical depression developed from an area of low pressure at 8:00 PM today. This tropical cyclone is forecast 
to remain a tropical depression for most of the forecast period. It is likely to eventually weaken into a low pressure 
area by Thursday. However, there remains a possibility that this tropical depression may still intensify and reach 
tropical storm category within the forecast period. 

e On the forecast track, the tropical depression will move west northwestward and is likely to enter the Philippine 
Area of Responsibility (PAR) in the next 6 to 12 hours. Once inside the PAR, the domestic name “DANTE” will be 
assigned to this system as the 2" tropical cyclone to occur within the PAR for the month of May and the 4" for the 
2021 season. Beginning Monday (31 May), the tropical depression is forecast turn and move generally 
northwestward to north northwestward. 

e The present track forecast shows that the hoisting of Tropical Cyclone Wind Signal (TCWS) over any land area in 
the country remains less likely. However, given the uncertainty in its track forecast, any westward shift in the track 
forecast may lead to the hoisting of TCWS over the eastern portion of the country. 

e Inthe next 24 hours, the outer rainbands of this tropical depression may bring light to moderate with at times heavy 
rains over Caraga and Davao Region. Under these conditions, isolated to scattered flooding (including flash floods) 
and rain-induced landslides are possible, especially in areas that are highly or very highly susceptible to these 
hazards as identified in hazard maps. Adjacent or nearby areas may also experience flooding in the absence of 
such rainfall occurrence due to surface runoff or swelling of river channels. 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to 
continue monitoring for updates related to this tropical cyclone. 


Unless an intermediate advisory or initial tropical cyclone bulletin is released, the next tropical cyclone advisory will be issued 
at 11:00 AM tomorrow.
